County, but surrounding the lake to 
the extent Of live or ten miles there 
are none. No one can form an idea 
as to (he means employed to bring 

them to the wall or who constructed 

it. Around the entire lake is a belt 
of woodland a half mile in width com- 
posed of oak. With this exception 
the country is a rolling praire. The 
trees must have been planted there al 
the time of the building of the wall. 
In the spring of the \ car 1888, there 
was a greal storm, and the ice on the 
lake broke the wall in several places, 
and the farmers in the vicinity wore 
compelled to repair the dama: 

to prevent Inundation. The lake 
occupies a ground surface of 
acres : depth of water as great as 

twenty-five feet. The water is dear 

and cold ; soil sandy and loamy. It 
is singular that no one has been able 
to ascertain where the water conies 
from or where il goes, yet il is always 
(dear and fresh.

A few days ago a centenary was 
celebrated in every country more 
worthy of being commemorated than 
inosi ,,f those which of late have been 
I he occasion of ostentatious demon- 
strations. All human beings depriv- 
ed from their birth of speech and hear- 
ing unite to honor the memory of the 
man whom they justly call the 
" Redemptor of the Deaf-Mutes." A 
hundred years have elapsed since the 
Abbe de I'Fpee died, having achieved 
one of the most truly philanthropical 
works ever attempted by redeeming 
from absolute mental' darkness. 
ostracism, and ignorance, of every 
moral and intellectual law the miser- 
able creatures who had never had any 
means of communicating with their 
fellow men. The first humble school 
edifice in Paris has since developed 
into the large National School of the 
Deaf and Dumb. France BOW pos- 
sesses seventy similar establishments, 
three of which are national, and they 
afford instruction to an avers 

pupils. The total number of 
deaf-mutes is reckoned at about 
thirty thousand. Similar schools 
have risen rapidly on the Continent 

and in England, and every year, help- 
ed on by international congresses, the 
great work progresses and fresh suc- 
is obtained. 
Could the Abbe de I'Fpee return to 
life he would be the llrsl to marvel at 
the rapid growth of the seed h. 
the tirst to sow. when, fired with an 
ardent and charitable ambition, he 
devoted his vv hole life to the pursuit 
of that one aim — to reclaim from their 
hopeless isolation the brethren de- 
prived of two of their most important 
senses. Ile was but a young priest, 
the son of an architect a! Versailles, 
when I hat thought stirred him to un- 
ceasing ctTorts, and he voluntarily re- 
nounced all ecclesiastical advancement 
to devote himself to his hea\ 
spired vocation. For many years he 
gave himself up to the study I 
that had been done or written on that 
subject, notably by the Spanish monk, 
Bonet of Aragon, who as early as 

id vaguely indicated a scries ot 
signs to be taught to tin- deaf and 
dumb, which had received some at- 
tention, but had been abandoned nine 
years later as unpractical. Thoroughly 
imbued with his plans, the Abbe de 
I'Fpee, convinced of the possibility ot 
carrying them out, sought in vain" for 
help or adhesion; undeterred bv sue- 
failures, he resolved to make 
the attempt alone and unaided. Ile 
brought t. hundred deaf and 

dumb children, and at . untold 

privations boarded and clothed them 
at his own expense, and proceeded to 
teach them the alphabet he had in- 
vented. During forty years he in 
wavered, never desisted; he bore 
criticism, obloquy, ridicule, scorn. 
satisfied that his . . if slow. was 

sure, and when he died, at tin 
TT, he was surrounded by "his chil- 
dren," with whom he had conversed 
intelligently, and his name was pro- 
claimed by the National Assembly as 
that of a benefactor i^' humanity. 
Since then a grateful country has 

erected two monuments to his memory.

At the sittings of the congress, there 
were no discussions of papers in the 
Mnse in whiofa We understand the 
term, but this may have nalurallv 
followed from the general agreement 
in the views of the delegates, among' 
whom there existed a decided un- 
animity of opinion on almost all the 
topics considered.

The Deaf Mute at Work." 

In the discussion of this subject 

particular attention was given to the 
occupations pursued and the incomes 
received. 

The discussion was opened by Mr. 

W. I.. Hill, Mass, who read an excel 
lent paper, in which, among other 
valuable suggestions, he pointed out

technical knowledge of the trades 
taught The testimony of the gpi 
ers indicated thai the Deaf were . o

thai skilled deaf working men and w0 
men found no difficulty in seem 
employment at wages 'controlled l.\ 
their ability and steadiness. It was 
Urged (hat the training be as thorough 
and technical. as possible, and in con- 
cluding an able argument in favor of 
a liberal training, Mr. Hodgson in- 
troduced the following resolution, 
which was approved, and ordered in 
corporate! in the resolutions of the 
Congress :

They use what 
little intluence they have among a 
few of the tO-be-boUght or bull-do/.ed 
members, and the vote on the appli- 
cant's admission Hows in the way 
they WOUld have it. Weri' the appli- 
cant's character against him, we 

would have nothing to say. Were 

liis intelligence to be considered — if 
it were less— he would perhaps be a 

Manhattanite now. As it is, he has 
been rejected for the reason his 

intelligence tends to stand him a 

possible chance to win official honors.

Helen Keller has a wonderful 
memory, and seldom forgets w hat she 
has once learned; ami slie learns v, i v 
quickly. She is a wonderfully bright 
child, and her teacher, instead of urg- 
ing her to study, is often obliged to 

coax Helen away from some example 
in arithmetic or other task, lest the 
little girl should injure her health bv 
Working too hard at her lessons. But 
her marvelous progress is not due to 
her fine memory alone, but also to her 
great quickness of perception, and to 
Her remarkable powers of thought 
To speak a little more dearly, Helen 
understands with singular rapidity 

not only what is said to her. but even 
the feelings and the state Of the mind 
of those about her, and she thinks 
more than most children of her age. 
The '• touch" schoolmistress has done 
such wonders for her little pupil, that 
vou would scarcely believe how inaiiv 
things Helen finds out as with electric 
quickness, through her linger. She 

knows in a moment whether her com- 
panions are sad or frightened or im- 
patient — in other words, she has learnt 
so well what movements people make 
under the influence of different feel- 
ings, thai at times she seems to read 

our thoughts. Thus, while walking 
one day with her mother, a boy ex- 
ploded a torpedo which frightened 

Mrs. Keller. Helen asked at once 
"What are you afraid off" Some of 
yon already know that sound (i.e., 
noise of all sorts) is produced by the 
vibrations of the air striking against 
our organs of hearing- that is to Bay, 
the ears; and deaf people though they 
can hear absolutely nothing are still 
conscious of these vibrations. Thus, 
they can "feel" loud music, probably 
because it shakes the floor ; ami I lei- 
en's sense of feeling is so wonderfully 

acute, she, no doubt, learns many 

things from these vibrations of the 
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air which to us are imperceptible. 

The following aneedote illustr 
both her quiekr.ess of touch and her 
reasoning powers : The matron of 
the Perkins Institution for the blind 
exhibited one day lo a number of 
friends a glass lemon squeezer of a new 
pattern. It had never been used, and 
no one present oould guess as to what 
purpose it was intended. Some one 
handed it to Helen, who spelled "lem- 
onade" on her lingers, and asked for 
a drinking glass. When the glass 
was brought she placed the" squeezer 

in proper position for use. 

The little maid was closely question- 
ed as to how she found out a 

thai had baffled ail the "seeing" peo- 
ple present. She tapped her head 
twice and spelled, " I think." 

I oannol forbear telling another 
aneedote about her, which seems to 
me a very pathetic one. Sin- is a very 
good mimic and loves to imitate mo- 
tions and gestures of those about her. 
and she can do so very cle\erlv 
a certain Sunday she went to 'church 
with a lady named Mrs. Hopkins, 
having been cautioned beforehand bv 
her teacher that she must sit vcrv 
quiet during the service. It is vcrv 
hard to sit perfectly still, however, 

when you can't hear one w ord of what 
the minister is saying, ami little Helen 
presently began to talk to Mrs. Hop- 
kins and ask what wasgoibgon, Mrs. 
11. told her, and reminded her of Miss 
Sullivan's injunction about keeping 

quiet. She immediately obeyed, and 

turning her head in a 'listening atti- 
tude, said, " 1 Listen."
